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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's remarks have been considered but 
are not persuasive. Applicant contends the applied reference Gorai et al. teaches away from the claimed invention, specifically the 
"intersection specifing data" of Gorai et al. cannot be encompassed by "road shape data" of the claim as it is inconsistent with the 
specification. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The portion of specification cited by the Applicant states that "the road shape data 
includes guidance route data and the former-mentioned road data of the map data stored in the storage medium can be any data that can 
indicate a road shape". The specification does futher give an example of such road shape data, "such as shape point data"; however, this 
limitation is not recited in the claims and is taken as merely an example. According to Gorai, intersection data contains intersection 
coordinates, turning angle, attributes and distance between adjoining nodes (figures 5, 6, 10, Column 16, lines 31-40, Column 18, lines 
40-45 and COIumn 20, line 66-Column 21 , line 4). The intersection data and corresponding coordinate data is used to identify a travel 
road even when there are two optional roads as illustrated in figure 25 and Column 36, lines 28-38. Gorai uses the intersection data to 
describe the recommended route data, which is then matched to the map intersection data for the traveling intersection stored in the 
navigation apparatus map information storage means 1031 (Column 19, line 50-Column 20, line 11). 
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
